Wo are curious to know whet and if mything cones from the small 
blurb in Dorothy Kilgallen's column of September 20th-in wiich she 
wrote,-and we quote: "A new series of flying seucer hecclines are in 
the meking. Behind, thers: a group of scientists who heve been inves- 
tigating reports in the southwest." . , 


. August 12, 1955: A request for cssistance in reporting ovjects 
sighted: by ships at- sea was mede today to cll operctors of 31 steam~ 
ship compenies by Vice £dmireal F, S. Low, commencer western sea frone 
tier, in his feaucst, Admircl Low asked that all sightings of uni- 
dentified flying objects in the cir or on the surface of tne sea be 
‘reported immediately to his headquarters on Treasure Island, Sen Fren-~ 
cisco. It was Stated thet the cooperction of the owners of fisning 
vessels and other private errft is desired. (Maybe if the Navy gets 
finto the act, there may be some results«~-Hd.) 


And then there is the incideat reportcd in The Cincinnati ine 
quirer, which involved one Sdverd Nootz ond that cloud thet killed the 
peach tree. This is one of the woirdics of this season. Scems hr, 
Hootz wes out working on his lcewn and trees when he felt a peculiar 
licuid substance, derk red “in color, end oil, pelting down upon him 
and the tree. The substance ecused a burning sensation. xc looked 
up and sew an odd 1ijttie cloud at cbhout 1,000 fect, It was groon, 
red ond pinkish in color, and iicotz-scid he could sco that the odd 
rein wes procceding from it, i.c vent inside tne house to wesh orf 
the stuff which had begun to burn end irritete. When he came back 
outside, the cloud was drifting away out of sight. The noxt day he 
went out to make routine oxemination of his trees and lewn ond found 
the peach tree shriveled and decd, 


During the weel: of September 6 mystorious lights flashing across 
the horizon near Superior, Nebraska, heve causcd much puzziement and 
consternstion. The lights heve been described as coming in three 
flashes at evenly syaced intcrvels of a fow scconds cnd shout 10 to 
IL5 degrees above the southern horizon, Those lights plus several 
reports of a ball of fire streaking toward carth have been reported, 


The whole country is heving balloon trouble nowadays, it seoms, 
and in at least one instance, the balloon research tecms were hesie 
tent to identify one of these wayward bags of wind as theirg, Duran~ 
go, Colorsdo wes sterticd by ¢ round object which bobbed cbove the 
town for some time, but the autnors of cs balloon launched necr Minnca= 
polis carlior donicd trat it wes theirs, 


Another of these crrant sky-farors perplexed Chicago, Illinois 
on September 11. Io one would claim this one cither, and eventually 
4t drifted out over Lake Michigan cnd compictely disappeared, Some= 
thing is odd cbout this whole serics of cvontse-=-balloons cre alwcys 
a ready oxplanction if « UFC is sighted, but we would like to know 
why everyone is ‘so hesitent to identify these balloons, thus ns lecst 
atisfying the curiosity of the public. 
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West Alexandric, Virginic had a dilly of a mystery in €-rtenmber 
when, on the 23rd a baseball Sizcd metal object wes found in the 
ashes of a barn fire. Gcorge liiller, owner of the form on the Fish~ 
er-Tvin road south of West Alcoxandria, said he was unable to identi- 
fy the thing. Conflicting storios were told by Miller ond Fire Chic 
Barl Hieckoy when asked who had tho metal object. liller said he 
still hed it at his farm and the fire chicf said he still had it. 
Both agrecd on one thing, howeovor--eand that was that the state fire 
mershali's office might be called in to investigate. The barn ccucht 
fire oround 5 peme Scptomber 23 while tonant farmor Joc Martin wes 
working in an adjacent milk bern. Mar$in escaped without injury and 
managed to save the livestock. Bxamination of a picce of metal 
roofing after the fire indicated oan object had gone through it. 


In Lowiston, Maine, on October 20, = real mystcry was in the 
mokinges-what manner of crcoature hed attacked a local boy? It all 
started this way: The boy's father, Clayton P. Hodgkin, spottcd an 
odd-looking baboon-like animal perched on a stone wall, vont in to 
call outhoritios and report it, Necanwhile, his wifco ond 8-yoar-old 
son trailed it to keep track cf it until lir, Hodgkin finished his 
call. Suddenly the little animal (ebout two fect tall) turnod upon 
the boy and struck him, Leeving a wound which required © stitches, 
After biting the boy, bho eninel took off into the woods ond wasn't 
scon agaoing & soarch was ecnductcd, but the little creature wasn't 
found. Other than the description thet the thing looked like a mon= 
coy, dotails are skimpy. Hovevor, there heve been no roports of mis- 
sing monkcys, baboons or similar animals. 


The "Flying Saucer Review", put out quarterly by tho Flying 
Seuccr Scrvice Limited, of London, England, carricd an interesting 
story of an cncounter with a ur0 by a young 'week=cnd pilot! nocr 
the Thames Zstuary.e ‘etching two other 'loteors' (a British jot 
fighter aircraft), at 16,000 fect while ho climbed, Flt. Lt. J. R. 
Salandin suddenly noticed two circulrr objects streaking between the 
two Metcors, One of the objects was silvery, and the other gold in 
color, and Selandin wetchced thom until they reached nine o'clock high 
---a position high on his port beam=----whon they disappeared beyond 

| bis range ef vision, When he turned to took through his windshicld, 

| he wos horrificd to sce cnother objcct coming strcei¢ht for him at his 
own level, Saleandin said, "fhe tiing hed a bun-shaped top, a flange 
like two scuccrs in the middlc ond a bun undernocth,s" As it closed 
in, thc object chenicd direction and passed Salcndin on his port side 
Salandin said it vos trevelling at tromcndous specd and so frizht- 
ened him that he had to fly cround quictly for sevorel minutes to ro- 
cover. Sclandin is now sorry that he didn't have presence of mind to 
press his gun-camora putton--=he would have had the best and only 
closceups of « saucer to datc, 


The Flying Scucer Review, incidentally, js printed on slick papor 
and has many contributors---ineluding the omminont protege of world 
renowncd Sigmund froud---Dr. Cerl Jung. It gave us auite a thrill to 
rood Carl Jung's vorbal handsslap for the U. Ss Air Force. Ho docs~ 
jn't go slong with the 'hallucinoations' business, and, eftor 11, who 
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is more quelificd to spcak on tho subject of mental disturbances 
than tho world's oxport on psychology? Jung very fronicly lets it be 
known that he bolicvos there is a very good case for the intcrplano- 
tary hypothesis. 


Lt wos through the Riying Saucer Review that wo learned of the 
newest 'I mct a saucorman* character, one Buck Nelson, a farmer in 

the Ozark Mountains in NisSouri. They drank coffce with him, he says, 
and his hopped=up pictures are submitted to prove thet he at least 
saw once The pictures, howover, are pretty amateurish inventions, in 
our opinion, end wouldn't convince the old hard-heeded skeptics who 
make up the bulk of the APRO mombership,

the articlo by Dr. Jung, the Flying Scucor Review presented a dise 
courso Of sauccrs, thoir origin and motives by Dr. Hormenn Oberth, the 
cmminent Gorman rocket scientist sa well Imown for his vicws on UFO,

otary hypothesis to be the most probeble answer to the unexplaincd 
percentage of UFO reports.

Captain Manucl Huertas of the AVENSA 4irlines roported an oxpceri~ 
ence he had about two yoars ago whon a lcad-colored ball with no 
markings opproached and flew clongside his airliner for about forty 
minutes. Tho crew of four observed the thing, which made it's initial 
appearance ot 6:20 pe me It joined the airlinor ovor /naco and flew 
wing with 1t for 2 distence of nearly 400 kilometors, but when near» 
ing Noaiguata, it ascended end was quicly lost to sight. Tho co-pilot 
switched the landing lights on end off to sco if tho object would ro- 
act in any way. Tho crew wes badly shoken when the thing responded 
by showing on orange light at the top and a blue light which flickorod 
on and.off intormittently. Jt the ond of it's flight with tho air- 
liner, thelights romained on as it left.

THE CASE OF THE CRASHCD B~47S 
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Since October 3, the Air Forde has lost two B-4-7s which were ap= 
parently struck in mid-air by unidentified objects, Lovingtcn , New 
Mexicos On the 3rd of October, a B-47 crashed, and one of the crew, 
the observer, survived. Authorities at first thought the giant jet 
bomber may have collided in mid-air with a small liaison type aircraft 
However, investigation proved that none were missing, and other answers 
have been sought. After the initial news articles in which one wit- 
nesp claimed to have seen a ball of fire in the vieinity of the plane 
before the crash, renvorts on progress of the investigation ceased and 
tu date there has been no more printed about it. The survivor stated 
only that the plane had been struck in mid-air and the jolt was so 
terrific that he thought that they had struck the ground. 


Toverd the latter part of October, onother B-47 crashed and burn- 
ed in Texas, and a witness of the crash said that she saw a ball of 
fire with sparks shooting out of it, near the plane just before it 
foll. This case is also being investigated but publicly nothing is 
said about conclusions. This rash cf crashing plenes in the West is 
‘lbecoming serious, as even the Air Force will admit. The two disasters 
in Colorado are something to make one sit up and tale notice and tien 
to begin to wonder. These things, whatever they are, that are stri- 
king plancs in mid-air apparently come up so fast that no Mayday can 
be given and there is no hope for resecuc. 


Whether or not these things con be traced to Sauccrs or not, is 
not too important---but it is important that the odds against safe 
travel by air are growing by leans and bounds. ,
